of them seriously, in an automobile ac­ 
cident at the intersection of the H ar­ 
risburg and Carlisle 
roads in York 
Springs,

Monday night. 
From a fractured skull and possible 
internal injuries, Hilner died at the 
Harrisburg Hospital at 3:10 o’clock 
this morning, adding another to the 
long list of victims of the unusually 
dangerous 
road 
crossing 
at

Springs. 
Hilner An Occupant 
Hilner was fin occupant of the car 
owned and driven by William P. 
Straw’hecker, Harrisburg, proprietor 
of a printing 
establishment 
in the 
Capital City. 
Strawhecker had taken 
four of his employes to the Mary 
Jane tea room, just south of York 
Springs, on the 
Harrisburg-Gettys- 
burg road, for dinner, Monday even­ 
ing. 
According to the report of the local 
substation of the motor patrol, the 
Harrisburgers 
started 
on the trip 
home about 11:30 o’clock. 
— As the machine 
driven by Straw­ 
hecker was directly in the middle of 
the road intersection at York Springs, 
a sedan, driven by 
Abraham Guwer, 
215 North Belvidere avenue, York, 
struck the Harrisburg machine full in 
the left side, according to the report 
of Private T. N. Boate, motor patrol­ 
man, who investigated the accident. 
Big Car Is Upset 
The car driven by the Yorker was 
travelling at high speed, according to 
the patrolman, and the impact caused 
the large touring 
car to 
turn over 
several times and land on its top di­ 
rectly in front of the 
door 
of

garage which stands on one corner of 
the road intersection, about 25 
feet 
distant.

rarest 
Bibles known, a volume of the tfriqh 
Zwingli first edition, printed nearly 
four centuries ago, has been discover­ 
ed in the W att D ePuyster Library of 
the Reformed Theological 
Sem inary 
here. 
The book, according to historians, 
was compiled by Zwingli and several 
m inisters of Zurick and was run off 
the press of Christopher Froschauer, 
a printer of Zurick. 
Its printing is 
said to have taken nearly four years. 
It is a large thick 
volume, 
with 
covers of boards encased in leather 
bound together w ith brass clamps and 
sim ilar trappings on the corners for 
protection. 
The pages are worn and 
many of them have been mended, The 
edition was printed in six parts, the 
last of which was 
taken 
from 
the 
press in 1529, according to inform a­ 
tion contained in the book. 
How the Bible came into possession 
of the library and the identity of its 
form er owners 
are m ysteries which 
the librarian, Miss Dorothy E. Stone, 
hopes to solve. 
The book is quaint and quite unlike 
other volumes of the same character. 
It is profusely illustrated, the m a­ 
jority of pictures being reproductions 
from woodcuts. 
One of the numerous 
things of interest to Bible students is 
the placing of the Book of Acts afte r 
the Epistles of 
St. Paul, 
instead of 
before, as in modern 
standard 
edi­ 
tions. 
Another is th a t the m ajority 
of the 
characters 
in the cuts 
are 
garbed in the style of clothes worn by 
monks and knights of the fifteenth 
century.

Council of Women Suggested 
The activities of women’s clubs in 
contributing to the success of the 
“Charity Ball” by urging all their 
members to attend and to invite their 
friends have brought to light the fact 
that there are 15 or more separate 
and exclusive women’s organizations 
in Gettysburg active socially and oth­ 
erwise in the advancement of cultural 
and educational interests. 
The sug­ 
gestion has been advanced that a fed­ 
erated women’s club council, with one 
or more representatives from each of 
the exclusive women’s clubs of town, 
be formed so as to make available on 
short notice the advice and assistance 
of the women of the community in 
charitable and other movements of 
general welfare and advancement.

THE STATE POLICE 
The community received with a sigh 
of relief and general gratification the 
news that the detachment of state po­ 
lice located in Gettysburg would be 
continued here in view of certain as­ 
surances of support given the execu­ 
tives of the state police by the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, county and borough 
authorities, and individuals, locally. 
Gettysburg, as a key town in the 
network of improved highways, needs, 
beyond the shadow of doubt, the de­ 
tachment of state police. The troop­ 
ers have done good work in Gettys­ 
burg, in a manner that has won for 
them the praise and support of the 
community, and they have done their 
duty at all times without offense to 
well-meaning citizens. 
It is not alone what the state po­ 
l lee- have done here,-but the probable 


lawlessness that their presence has pre­ 
vented which in (fro than justifies the 
community in backing to the limit the 
movement to retain thd detachment 
here permanently. And the expense is 
negligible when it is considered that 
at least one additional 
man would 
have to be added to the local police 
force if the substation of the troop­ 
ers here were to be moved or closed. 
What the state police mean U> a 
community such as Gettysburg is ad­ 
mirably stated in the editorial columns 
of “The State Trooper,’ official organ 
of state police organization 
in the 
United States, by Milton R. Palmer, 
the editor and a member of the state 
Legislature of Michigan. Mr. Palmer 
says: 
“Where Training Counts’* 
The recognized success of state 
police for patrol work on the high­ 


ways is not due to their num­ 
bers,—for the forces 
in 
every 
state are far too few for their 
work. 
It is not due to the uni­ 
form, for other uniformed officers 
have not won the same public 
commendation for effectiveness. 
It is due to one thing, to the train­ 
ing in police work which is the 
keystone of state police procedure. 
That training sends the sti^l 
officer out ready for any en 
gency which may Conceivably dc- 
cur in the round of his daily work. 
It supplies him with initiative and 
ability to deal with his problems 
as they arise and to get results 
which an untrained man could not 
achieve. 
This is not meant as decrying 
the personnel of the various forces 
for they consist of picked men. 
But it takes discipline and train­ 
ing to bring out the possibilities 
of oven the best material. 
And 
the strictness, of the training also 
serves to weed out all those who 
are not of the type to make good 
in actual police work with its 
dangers and its need of quick 
thinking. 
There is no dodging the prob­ 
lem of highway policing. It must 
be done, either by local or state 
officers. 
That premise cannot be 
disputed and the greater desir­ 
ability of doing the work with 
state officers is attributable large­ 
ly to the effect of training upon 
the latter. 
Local communities 
have not the means for training 
officers nor would Such local train­ 
ing be' uniform or successful. 
The motorist, in general, is a 
law-abiding chap who may make 
mistakes, hut who is very much 
interested in safe highways. 
He 
expects and should receive a uni­ 
form policy of law enforcement 
as he travels from place to place. 
To meet with differing methods of 
regulation arouses in him a sense 
of injustice which is well-ground­ 
ed. It tends to make the ordinary 
citizen 
resentful 
and 
less 
in 
sympathy with the rules of the 
road. 
Where control of highway traf­ 
fic is largely in the hands of 
state police, there is an even and 
uniform regulation which extends 
over the entire commonwealth. 
Every driver knows what that 
policy is and can live up to it. 
He is assured of courtesy and fair 
treatm ent and he becomes an ac­ 
tive supporter of measures for the, 
common good and a co-opcrator
